Despite a heavy rainstorm on Thurs- 
day evening, October 5, about fifteen hun- 
dred parents and friends of the pupils of 
Rindge, gathered to inspect the building, 
meet the teachers, and witness the dedica- 
tion exercises in the Edward W. Quinn 
Auditorium. 

From seven to eight-thirty o’clock, 
while the inspection of the school took 
place, the colorful Cambridge High Schoo] 
Band, under the direction of Mr. Joseph 
Freni, entertained in the auditorium those 
who did not care to inspect the building. 

Of special interest during the inspec- 
tion were the trophy room, gymnasium, 
cafeteria, and electrical department, the 
last mentioned of which has been called 
by many the finest equipped electrical 
department of any school in the country. 

At about half-past eight o’clock the 
visitors gradually assembled in the aud- 
torium, and shortly after the Cambridge 
Latin School Orchestra opened the exerci- 
ses with “White Queen” as an overture, 
followed with the “Star Spangled Banner” 
accompanied in the latter by the audience. 

Mr. M. E. Fitzgerald, Superintendent of 
Schools, introduced the Presiding Officer, 
Mrs. Jessie Waterman Brooks of the school 
Committee and Chairman of the Committ- 
ee on Dedication.

THE RINDGE PUBLIC 
ADDRESS SYSTEM 


In Rindge of today we have one of the 
finest public address systems to be found 
anywhere. Itis a product of the Western 
Electric Company. The “rack”, as it is 
called, stands eight feet high. In the or- 


der of their occurance from top to bottom 
one sees;a Western Electric 10A Radio 


Receiver, seven rows of one hundred and 
seven black bakelite buttons which are 
switches connecting with the magnetic 
and dynamic speakers throughout the 
building, a row of six silver-plated turn 
handles to control the input of radio, 
voice, or phonograph recordings, a West- 
ern Electric 59B Amplifier, and last a 
Western Electic 57A Amplifier. 

This system is a great convenience anda 
a worthy investment. If Mr. Wood wishes 
to speak to a class, a number of classes or 
the whole school he has only to throw in 
a few switches and speak into the micro- 
phone in his office. This operation is re- 
peated if he wishes to broadcast a radio 
orrecorded program. The cost of running 
this system compares favorably with that 
of running our own home radios. 

It is a great convenience to Mr. Wood 
in another way. In our auditorium meet” 
ings he steps up to the microphone and 
speaks to us. Everyone in the hall is 
able to hear distinctly what he is saying, 
yet he does not have to raise his voice. 

Another advantage is that if, on the ra- 
dio, a program of science is being broad- 
cast, it may be sent to every science 
room in the building. 

The radio, which is located in Mr, 
Wood's office, is the only one of its kind 
in New England and has already proved 
itself very satisfactory. 

The three turntables are Western Elec- 
tric 201A Reproducer sets. 

The two microphones are Western Elec- 
tric Double-buttons. 

The radio can originate only from the 
office; voice can originate from the office 
or the auditorium; recordings can origin- 
ate from the office, auditorium or gymna- 
sium. 

There are magnetic speakers in all of 
the class-rooms, and dynamic speakers in 
the auditorium, gymnasium, and lunch- 
room. 

The facility of operation is astounding. 
Anyone could learn to operate this rack 
ina very short time. 

All modern schools of any mentionable 
size will eventually, I believe, be equipped 
with this new, convenient, and efficient 
invention. 

All of the phonograph recordings that 
we hear during the day are supplied to us 
from Briggs and Briggs, 1270 Mass.

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RINDGE HELD HAVERHILL HIGH

On September 30, Rindge resumed foot- 
ball relations with Haverhill High after a 
lapse of several years by holding the Hav- 
erhill team to a scoreless tie.

ing. M. J. McDonald also of the 
P. G. class contributed, the “Debt,” 
a patriotic poem which was deliver- 
ed very well. 
Through the facilities of the broad- 
casting system some war time mel- 
odies were enjoyed by the pupils be- 
fore Mr. John D.Crowley, a former 
Rindge pupil and past president of 
the Rindge Alumni Association was 
introduced by Mr. Wood, as the rep- 
resentative of Post 27, American 
Legion. 

Mr. Crowley addressed the boys

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THE NEW SHOP PLAN 





In former years there was always 
a great deal of confusion and anxiety 
among the entering classes as to what 
courses they should take and whether 
or not they would like them. This old 
plan of having the boys choose their

There can be no 
doubt in any mind that the purpose for which the Christmas Seals are 
sold isa very humane one. But first, let us consider how the seal 
originated. 

It was back in 1907 that a certain Dr. Riis received from a friend 
in Copenhagen, Denmark a letter with a peculiar seal on the back. 
Dr. Riis sent to his‘friend to get information about this seal. After re. 
ceiving the information, he wrote an article on the seal. Miss Emily 
Bissel, who was interested in a small tuberculosis hospital in Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, read this article. Believing that this might be a good 
way to raise money for the tuberculosis camp. she interested an art- 
igt, who produced an attractive design. Then with the backing of 
the “North American,” a Philadelphia newspaper, the first Christmas 
Seals were sold, producing a sum of three thousand dollars. At the 
present time it is practically the only means of raising funds to carry 
on the campaign against tuberculosis. 

In these last few years of suffering and privation, caused by the 
depression, the number of tuberculosis cases has increased greatly 
Hence, it is a generous and sympathetic deed to help these unfortu- 
nate persons by buying Christmas Seals. They are not expensive 
and they serve as an adornment to your Christmas bundles and letters. 

Do not be like “Scrooge” in Charles Dickens’ “Christmas Carol’ 
and “humbug’’ the idea as just another way of making money, but 
keep constantly in mind the aim of the Christmas Seal, and we are 
sure you will want to do your part in this welfare work. The Regis- 
ter has already done its share. It has bought 500 seals for its 
Christmas number, and has done so for the past six years.

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PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


THE RINDGE REGISTER 





For the first time in the history 
of Rindge the students have the op- | 
portunity of obtaining the benefits _ 
of a physical education as well as a | 
mental education. The exercises and 
active games will take the kinks out | 
of their bodies and will build them 
up. If our young freshmen and 
sophomores wish to be tall, well-built | 
specimens of manhood, glowing with 
perfect health, it would be wise of 
them to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities offered them, and attend their 
eym classes regularly. 
erThe classes Fie principally for the 
freshmen and sophomores, although 
there are a few Juniors and Seniors 
in them. These boys have gym clas- 
ses two periods a week. Each boy is 
outfitted with a uniform, consisting | 
of a white shirt, white pants, and | 
sneakers, and to date about 80% of 
the entire number have been outfit- 
ted. Each boy must also bring a 
towel and a piece of soap to school, 
in order that he may take a shower 
immediately after the termination of 
the exercises or games in the gym- 
nasium. 

One period a week is used as an 
instruction period, which includes for- | 
mal gymnastics, apparatus, coaching | 
and instructions in the various sports 
and also instructions in health. These 
health talks will also include the ap- 
plication of first aid. The other per- 
iod is called the activity period, and | 
includes active games, relays, and 
other forms of athletics. 

After each gym period the boy is | 
required to take a shower. This 
bathing is considered one of the great- 
est and most beneficial factors in | 
health. However, it seems strange 
that Rindge boys do not take to wa- 
ter, for Rindge boys once held the re- 
putation of being great oarsmen and | 
swimmers before crew was dropped. 
It seems that only 70 per cent of the 
boys participating in gymnastics 
take a shower afterwards. Whether | 
they realize it or not, that is the 
best thing they can do, for it is the 
surest way of preventing colds, and, | 
moreover, there is nothing more com- 
forting to a tired and perspiring 
body than a warm shower followed 
by a cold one. They ease the muscles 
and put new life into a weary, slug- 
gish body. Water and soap never 
hurt anyone, and 1 am quite sure 
that Rindge students will not find 
it otherwise. You owe it to yourselves 
to try to protect your health against 
the unseen forces of nature. So the 
next time you are tempted to skip 
your gym class or the shower, think 
to yourselves, “Am I being clever by 
skipping and putting one over on my 
instructor, or am I really fooling my- 
self, thereby losing something that 
might have helped me.” 


Every boy has been given an exam- 
ination by the instructor and his age, 
height, weight, normal weight and 
posture have been recorded. All 
boys, having poor posture, are given 
a parent’s-consent sheet to be signed 
by their parents. Then they are taken 
to the Cambridge City Hospital, 
where they are thoroughly examined 
by an orthopaedian, a doctor whose 
work is toprevent or cure deform- 
ities. After this they are put inthe 
eorrective classes, which are held on 
Friday. Special exercises to correct 
any defects are given them, and 
their exercises are to be done at

| while the 


home as well as in school. This class 
takes care of boys who are either 
overweight or underweight, or, have 
any other physical defects. ’ 
There can be much fun and enjoy- 
ment derived from these gym periods, 
if the boys would only realize it and 
appreciate the fact. The boys are 
now awaiting eagerly the arrival of 
the volley ball equipment, and the 
erection of backboards and hoops for 
basketball. Teams and captains have 
been chosen and keen competitions 
will be held. We can realize how fine 
a gym we have here at Rindge, when 
we learn that Cambridge Latin School 
uses one half of it four mornings a 
week, As you know the gym 1s di- 
vided into two parts by a huge slid- 
ing partition. You will not find bet- 
ter instructors any where. They 
know their ‘stuff’? and are willing 
to help any boy, who is sporting e- 
nough to meet them half way. The 
instructors are Mr. Humphrey 
O’Leary, Mr. J. Kozlowsky, Mr. 
J. Culhane, and Mr, H. Igo. Mr. O’ 
Leary and Mr. Igo give the exercises 


| to the corrective gym classes on Fri- 
| days. 


The boys in this class should 
not feel ashamed, for George Owen, 
the Harvard and Boston Bruin’s star, 
was in one of these classes. The 
Editor of this paper was in such a 
class in his sophomore year here at 
Rindge. 

The instructors alternate; one in- 
structor takes classes in the gym, 
other takes charge of 
showers and the dressing room. 

Well, fellows, I cannot say any- 
more; the rest is up to you. If you 
want to safeguard your health, you 
will not have to be hounded to go 
to your gym classes, but you will do 
it in the proper Rindge spirit, that 
is without being told more than once. 
Each boy who goes to the classes 
faithfully will be marked twice a 
year, and at the end of the year will 
receive credits for it. However, if 
he be unprepared for classes more 
than three times during the half- 
year marking period, he will lose 
his credits. So, come on, fellows, 
show your instructors that you are 
interested in your gym classes. 

When the gym is fully equipped as 
requested by the Director of Physical 
Education, Joseph J. Smith, no high 
school in the State will carry on a 
better type of program. Our showers 
and lockers are unexcelled in this 
state.

Most people celebrate Christmas Day without the slightest know- | 
ledge of how or when it originated. True, they do know what it sig- | 


nifies, but they would probably be surprised to learn that the season 
around the twenty-fifth of December was celebrated as various other 
feasts by heathen races long before the Nativity. 

The word “Christmas” is derived from the mediaeval “Christe 


masse,” the Mass of Christ, the feast commemorating the birth of | 


Christ and observed by the Christian Church annually on the twenty 
fifth day of December. The observance of this day of each Decem- 
ber is ascribed to Julius, bishop of Rome in the period of time between 
337 and 352 A. D. 

Nearly all Christendom observes Christmas on that date socially 
if not religiously. The holly, the mistletoe, and the yule log are re- 
lics of pre-christian times. The custom of giving presents at Christ- 


mas time has come down from ancient usage, but it has become con- | 


secrated by the ages, and now contributes greatly to make this fes. 
tival an interesting event to families. 


The sending of Christmas cards by way of friendly greeting and | 


remembrance has grown since the year eighteen hundred and sixty. 
The Christmas tree, a young spruce or fir with its branches gai- 
ly illuminated with colored candles then, but with colored electric 
lights now and adorned with parti-colored ornaments and gifts, is of 
German origin. From ancient Germany it went to Great Britian, 
and, today, it is almost universal in the United States, where the

groups of ten to the base for a period 
of two weeks. This is a great honor 
for Rindge, because it is the only high 
school in Massachusetts that has been 
given such a privilege. 

At the naval air base there are two 
departments to which a boy may be 
assigned, the Engine Department un- 
der the supervision of chief mechanic 
W. Larson or the Rigging and Main- 
tenance Department under the super- 
vision of Mr. W. Kirk and Mr. T. 
Welsh. 

The boy who is assigned to Mr.

: you have that “extraordinary perseverance,” nothing this side of success 1s likely

It is believed that pupils of Rindge

' like to read about one of the teachers, 


a newcomer, who is making friends 
just as fast as he meets pupils and 
teachers alike. In that belief, it is 
a pleasure to publish a few brief facts 
in regard to the Band Master at 
Rindge, Mr. Joseph Freni. 








He was born in 1891 in the land 
that has given to the world some of 
the greatest musicians and composers: 
Italy. He began his musical career 
when only a small boy in his native 
Messina, not far from Vincenzo Bel- 
lini’s Shrine, Catania. He chose the 
cornet as his instrument. He came to 
America when he was only 13 years 
old. In 1906 he went back to Italy 
vhere he spent two years getting mu- 
sical knowledge from some of the best 
instructors in Southern Italy. Re- 
turning to America he entered the 
New England Conservatory of Music, 
eee ee eS 
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and here, under Louis Kloepfel, he 
oraduated as a teacher. He also re- 
ceived a special certificate for band 
and orchestra leading. To obtain 
this it was necessary to acquire a 
thorough knowledge of all band and 
orchestra insruments. This course 
was taken under Stanislau Gallo who 
is at present director of the Munici- 
pal Band of Genoa, Italy, and Clem- 
ent Lenom, former conductor of the 
Opera Comique, Paris, and also the 


| Pop Concerts of Boston. 


Mr. Freni has played in many 
theatres and orchestras including the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra under 
the French Conductor Monteau. He 
has also conducted bands and orches- 
tras of his own in Boston and is now 
leader of the 182nd Infantry Band, 
Mass. National Guard. 

As for his work at Rindge the re- 
marks Mr. Goldman made during his 
recent visit here and the following 


| letter speak for themselves. 


Edwin Franko Goldman, noted

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S “CALL TO SERVICE” 




























In observance of the twenty-fourth anniversary of the Boy Scouts of Americ 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt, over a nation-wide hook-up last Saturday, spoki 
to a national mobilization of over a million Boy Scouts, and asked each individu 
Scout to co-operate in his “call to service.” He requested that each Scout make a col 
lection of household material with other individual collections and turn it over to t 
needy. These collections may consist of articles of furniture ; clothes, such as unde! 
wear, stockings, shoes, coats, or hats; household utensils such as dishes, buckets, an 
brooms; or any other necessities which many people have not the financial meanst 
purchase. 

There have been many relief drives conducted bythe Red Cross, the Salvation Arm 
Church groups, and the Federal Emergency Relief Administration. However, there ar 
many citizens who have attics and storerooms filled with slightly worn out furniture a 
clothing which would help exceedingly in the national “good turn”. 

Since the formation of the Boy Scout organization by Sir Robert Baden Powe 
after the Boer War in South Africa, the Boy Scout uniform has been a symbol of sery 
ice throughout the world. 

Through fires, floods, earthquakes, hurricanes, and other disasters, these boys w 
swear to do their best “to do their duty to God and their country, and to obey the Scot 
Laws; to help other people at all times; to keep themselves physically strong mental 
awake, and morally straight”, have rendered public service and private help.

We now come to the most important 
part, the back of the stage itself. Across 
the back of the whole stage, continuing 
the line of the balconies thai held the au- 
dience, 


tains. In the middle of this, just over the 
middle stage, there was one section of 
balcony that was clearly set off by itself 
making a distinct upper stage with cur- 
tains drawn acrossit. This might serve 
for any higher place needed in the acting. 
It might be a balcony, an upper room, a 
hill a tower or even Heaven itself! 

Directly under the curtained section in 
the middle there was upon the stage it- 
self a curtained recess. Upon each side 
of this were dressing rooms for the actors. 
This curtained recess made an inner 
stage, very important in the staging of 
plays of that day. 

It might be used in a number of ways. 
In a military scene, it might serve as a 
tent, the front being open when the audi- 
ence was supposed to see within. It 
might supply the stage for such plavs 
within plays as we find in Hamlet or in 
Midsummer Night’s Dream. 

All in all this model is undoubtedly in- 
teresting both to students of English and 
students of History. I found that while 
examining what is made of the model that 
I was very much attracted to it because it 
is something different for the average 
person of today to see. It is indeed a 
curious sort of stage or theater. 

It is too bad that none of these theaters

The use of high powered micro- 
scopes was also displayed in the 
study of the structure of metals. 

In the forge shops a thermit pro- 
cess of welding was demostrated to- 
gether with the familiar Rindge 


Tech electric arc and oxy-acetelene | 


welding. In the thermit welding, 
know as a chemical action, the melt- 
ing of some metals was completed in 
about fifteen seconds at a tempera- 
ture of 5000 degrees. A crucible was 
placed in a stand and a plug was 
put in the bottom of it. Into this 
crucible aluminum and iron oxide 
were put ignited by magnesium. 

The lid was put on and after the 
metal melted the plug in the bottom 
was removed. The molten metal then 
was welded to a metal plate through 
the aid of a stone case which as 
a receptacle caught the molten metal. 


At the machine laboratory the com- 
bination cutter, reamer, and drill 





grinder, manufactured by the Poly- 
technic Institute, was displayed to 
gether with the operation of a mod- 
dern machine shop. 

In the foundry the huge furnace 
which was filled with coal and pig 
iron, furnished the molten metal for 
the W. P. I. seals to be distributed 
to the respective spectators. 

In the aeromechanics department 
we found a man seated before the 
wind tunnel before which is a Curtis 
model. This plane was operated as 
a large plane and the duty of the 
controller was to keep the plane 
level before the ever changing wind 
pressure. An O2U seaplane from 
the U. S. Navy was displayed for the 
interest of future aviators. 

Next the elecerical department dis- 
played a Thyron controlled motor, 
explaned more fully by the oscili- 
graph which showed the voltage deli- 
vered by a large generator before and 
after the filtering the wave. The 
practical application of the oscilo- 
graph is used in radio stations in 
determining the amount of wave that 
is given. The photo electric cell also 
furnished an interesting item when 
the sound of a wave of an ordinary 
light or match is registered in an am- 
plipfier. Next was the stroboscope 
which could not be very well explain- 
ed in words but whose practibility is 
employed in the field of electrical and 
mechanical machine. 

Returning to the alumni gymnasium 
the skill of basketball, swimming, and 
rifling furnished 
to the various interests. The skill of 
the camera club was displayed feat- 
uring many good photos. 

This program was completed only 
to start over again to satisfy the cu- 
riosity of many more visitors. The 
dormitories and fraternity organiza- 
tions were open to visitors furnishing 
an idea of the conditions and results 
of an institution like Worcester Poty- 
technic Institute.

Mr. Coyne, who has charge of the 
Albert L. Ware Memorial Prize 
contest has announced that all con- 
testants must have their drawings 
completed and in his hands by May 
nineteen. There will be two prizes 
awarded this year instead of one, a 
prize in Mechanical Drawing and a

ing. The prize in each case 1S a 
handsome set of drawing instruments. 

The contest is open to members of 
the Post Graduate Class who did not 
take part in the contest during their 

enior year. ; 
Gandidates for the prize in Mechan- 
ical Drawing must make and submit 
a complete set of detail drawings of 
an assigned assembly of machine 

arts. Enough views must be shown 
to cover all details and sections shown 
where necessary. Screw threads, tap- 
ers, and every torm of machine finish 
must be indicated correctly. All let- 
ering in titles and list of materials 
must conform with the charts in 
the drawing class. ; ; 

Candidates for the prize in Archi- 
tectual Drawing must make and sub- 
mit a complete set of plans of an 
assigned house or cottage, consisting 
of First Fioor Plan, Cellar Plan, 
Roof Plan, a Front Elevation and 
one side Elevation. ; 

A committee ot three judges will 
decide the winning drawings on the 
basis of method of presentation, 
accuracy, method of dimensioning 
and neatness. 

Of course, all drawings shall be 
made in school under the supervision 
of the drawing teacher. The name 
of the contestant shall not be placed 
on the drawing but shall be enclosed 
in the envelope together with the 
drawings. ; 

Now let us look into the history 
of the Ware Prize. Mr. Albert Q. 
Ware was the teacher of Mechanical 
Drawing at Rindge for many years, 
prior to his death in the summer of 
1915. He exerted much _ influence 
over the lives and work of many of 
his boys, and after his death contri- 
butions were made by a number of 


graduates for a window memorial to | 


him. 

The contributions for the mem- 
orial to Mr. Ware were made in the 
summer of 1916, and in February, 
1917 the work of putting in the win- 
dow was completed. About $250 
was contributed, and of this fund a 
hundred dollars was expended for 
the window. The balance of the 
fund has been used to set before the 
boys of the mechanical drawing de- 
partment a prize in the shape of a 
set of drawing instruments for which 
they have competed until 1929. In 
1929 the boys in the architectual 
drawing class were also given a sim- 


iliar prize for which they could 
compete. However the year 1929 
was the only year in which two 
prizes were given because in the 


succeeding years there were compet- 
itors for the prize only in one de- 
partment or the other, but not in 
both. You will be interested to

~NEW ENGLAND INTERSCHOLASTIC PRESS ASSN 





On Saturday, May 26, three members of 
the Register staff, Harry Brown, the editor, 
Bob Calvert, assistant editor, and Fred 
Clews, the Camera Club editor, went to a 
meeting for the organization of a New 
England Interscholastic Press Association, 
which was held in the Somerville High 
Auditorium.

ting a Newspaper”’—Charles R Doyle, 
Night Editor ot the Boston Post. 

After that a film, “Reporting the World 
with the Herald—Traveler” was showr. 
Next there wasa business meeting of the 
editors. 

At this meeting a committee was app- 
ointed to meet in two weeks to frame a 
constitution. It was voted that a fee of 
one dollar be charged to schools that wish- 
ed to join the association. The purpose of 
the association is to allow the editors to 
get together and discuss their various pa- 
pers. 

At six o’clock we were served an excel- 
lent dinner in the Teachers, Lunch Room, 
and afterthe dinner we all went in a group 
over to the Boston Herald—Traveler 
building and were conducted through the 
plant. We found it tremendously inter- 
esting and learned a great deal about the- 
way in which a larze newspaper is run. 
Especially interesting was the huge press 
which delivers 75,000 papers an hour.
